Wa8H»ovom, Not. 17.— There U a 
dlapodtkm in th* admintetration cir- 
oIm to My bat little on the subject of 
Hawaiian affairn pendinf; the arrival 
of the next steamer. It Rreins to be the 
coarse of all officials to say nothing 
farther, although it is confidently as- 
serted that when the news from Ha- 
waii arrivee the position of the admin- 
istration will to set forth in a f ayonblt 
Ught 

From those who are in toaoh with 
the White Honse cornea the intelligeno* 
that the administration is disappoint* 
M: that the oonsoienoe of the coantry 
has not been awakened to sympathy 
with the act which is claimed by the 
administration to be one of justice and 
fairness. There has also crept into the 
department of state a feeling of doubt 
as to whether the proTieional govern- 
ment will yield so readily to the mere 
suggestion of the minister of the United 
States as was hoped when he was dis* 
patched to Honololn. 

It is learned that the forces of the 
proTiiional government, tliouj^h ninall, 
are well organized and disciplined and 
are moet of them sharpshooters. It is 
said that there are 2,000 picked men 
provided with arms in Honolnla and 
enrolled in drilled companies. They 
have been trained for two months past 
as a safeguard against any royalist up- 
rising in the islands, since it was real- 
iaed that the provisional government 
most depend on its own resonroes with- 
ottthope of aid from the United Statee. 

These companies are made np of 
white men largely, and their morals 
wonld pi'ove excellent. Eighteen rapid- 
fire gonS la inolnded in the militia 
eqpipment, the ariAs being Winchester 
rifles. This force wonld be snperior t« 
what the men-of-war at Honolulu 
conld pnt on shore. Bat no one seems 
to toliere that any rssistanca would be 
madeshoidd the marines aotnally ba 
landed. 

It is now vretty well anderstood that 
Minister Willis is instructed not to 
land marines and adopt a policy of 
force, but to confine himself to a con- 
ciliatory policy. There is not near as 
much faith as there was a week ago 
that a conciliatory policy will avail to 
indnoe ttie provisional government to 
yield to the restoration of the ez-qneen 
and there is ezesllent authority for say- 
ing tbat there has never been any in- 
tention of continuing aid and supjport 
to Ulinokalani after her restoration. 
The conciliatory attitude toward the 
provisional government, it was hoped, 
would induce it to sustain the restored 
queen. 

. Secretary Oresham consulted the 
president upon the subject of giving 
out additional information of the Ha- 
waiian matter as contained in the re- 
port of Mr. Blount. It is understood 
uatthe state department desires to 
puMish this statement and if it is still 
withheld it will be because the presi- 
dent deems it best to do so. If it is 
made public it will be before the ar- 
rival of the next steamer from Uono- 
Inin. 

The possibility that Minister Willis 
may not to aUe to carry out the pro- 
gram of peaceable restoration of the 
queen ana the amalgamation of the 
provisional government with her ad- 
ministration makes all interested in the 
movement ill at ease. 

It is realised at the state department 
that the restoration movement would 
be far more popular if it is aocom- 
plisbed with the seeming acquiescence 
of the provisional government and if 
the memtors of that government en- 
dorse it by entering uie queen's cab 
inet Consequently news from Hawaii 
is awaited with more earnestness by 
the administration than even the gen- 
eral public, because it is felt that there 
is a great deal at ntako.

KNIGHTS OP LABOR. 



Report of the General Execu- 
tive Board Made Public. 



REVIEW OF THE TEAR'S WOBK

Piiii.AM i.i'iiiA, Nov. 17.— The rejiort 
of the general executive .board Kiiii,lits 
of Labor, has been given out for publi 
cation. It opens with a review of the 
Tear's work and justification of the 
iMwrd's oonrsa aa follows: 

"The past year has been one of trial 
to organized lator. When your board 
has been appealed to and asked for 
their advice in cases of despair or when 
reductions of wages haim been propoaed 
by employers, they tova felt it their 
duty to counsel cautious and conserva- 
tive action, even in instances where, in 
justice, a demand for increased wages 
or the resistance of a proposed redno 
tion would have been proper and 
right. 

"The stead V stream of immigration 
which, in syito of restrictive legisla 
tion. continuea to flow to the shores of 
this continent, makes it comparatively 
easv for employers to fill the placee of 
striking workmen. In addition, lator 
has had this year to reckon with the 
fact of a financial panic and an indus- 
trial depression. 

"The cause of tto panic is a question 
that it would to unprofitable to here 
discuss. Whether it was occasioned 
by the operation of the so-called Sher- 
man act, as some assert; to the uncer- 
tainty regarding tariff legislation, as 
others maintain; or whether it was 
a part of a deliberately planned con 
s|dracy, having for its object the 
doubling of the value of the world's 
funded debts through the contraction 
of the world's money, which wonld to 
an inevitable consequence of the de 
monetisation of silver as an increasing 
numtor tolieva, need not here to dis- 
cussed." 

Reference followed to the report of 
the secretary-treasurer and the falling 
olf of the per capita tax. This was 
ascritod not to a failing tolief in the 
order's principles, but to sheer inability 
of memtors to pay their dues. 

The morning session of theconveni 
tion was taken up with rotitina busi 
ness. 

The following reeulntions were re- 
ferred to appropriate sobcommittees: 
Recommending political action by 
memtors in tne interest of organised 
lator; advocating the restriction of im- 
migration so as to shut out undesirable 
persons; that the saloon clause of the 
constitution, which prohibita saloon- 
keepers from becoming members of the 
order, to modified so that barkeep- 
ers may to admitted under certain 
conditions; conoeming the relations of 
the order with several establisbmento 
upon which toycotts have been de- 
clared; favoring the Swiss method of 
legislation or initiativa and refer* 
endnm; on political action; on the qnee- 
tion of the amalgamation of all lator 
bodies into one powerful organisation; 
providing that the generaiofiicers to 
selected from the four parta of the 
country— north, sooth, east and west; 
onthespeoialwork in Naw England and 
providing for tho consolidation of the 
ordtfr there into one district; urg- 
ing the enforcement of the contract 
labor law; asking for an increase in the 
pay of lettercarners; on th» organiza- 
tion of the women shirtworkers; pro- 
testing against tto Comstock law (al- 
lowing agents of the ik)ciety for the 
Suppression of Vice to open mail) as 
unjust; on the organization of the 
coopers; on the extension of the juris- 
diction of District Assembly 147, in- 
cluding Albany; for the bettor govern- 
ment of isolated locals, not attached to 
any assembly, and providing for the 
organization of a political tody to to 
known as the Industrial army. 

When the assembly adjourned the 
delegates were as noncommittal as on 
previous days. Tto scene in the hotel 
corridors was not so animated as usual, 
the delenates as a rule seeking the se- 
clusion of upper floors or privacy of 
committee rooms. Memtors of the ex- 
ecutive board gathered^ Congressman 
Davis' room, where they werp chisptMl 
for an hour. Member's of the finance 
committee were secreted in Mr. Uayes' 
room with a guard on the door. Here, 
for two hours, they were engaged in 
scanning his accounts. Sutoeqnently 
it was stated that the finance commit- 
tee met and agreed ttot. tha ohargos 
against Mr. Hayes were not well 
founded. • 

One of the leading knighta said that 
the outcome of this assembly will be 
the toginning of tha grenu^st move- 
ment for organized labor that this 
country ever saw. Whether or not 
Mr. Powderly will be at the head of 
the movement he could not say, but he 
did not think that any one man would 
again possess the power once enjoyed 
by Puwderly, and he did not think it 
would t)e for the good of tha organiza- 
tion to have so much power vested in 
one bead.

"TNUtUeRlTerCity." 



'The Picturesqueness of the Terraced 
Town"— The Becent Sessiosof 
tha Synod Bscallad. 



" Yoiuice," the accomplished cor- 

respondent of "The Herald and Presby- 
ter," of Cincinnati, has this to say of our 

floiirisliinji city, and tlie recent session of 
the I'resbyterian Synod of Kentucky: 

"It is one of the most ]>i(tureeque 
spots in the State, l)einK iw^ng, narrow 
strip of ground ne.-'tled down amonf; the 
hills, with the Ohio liiver on one side 
and tlie mountains on the other. In the 
old days when the country was an un- 
broken wilderness, and the Indian's birch 
hark canoe was the sole cAft that plied 
up and down the l)road bosoni of the 
Ohio, here, at the foot of the hishest hill, 
was a favorite campinjj place of the sav- 
age tribes who inhabited the dark and 
bloody ground, for here was a famous 
spriuKof Limestone water, suehing out, 
(;lear and cold, from the heart of the 
earth. While Kentucky County was 
still a part of VirRinia Territory, from old 
lort Umiuense came down a little party 
of haidy hunters, with iioate loaded with 
heads and blankets if thev found the 
ahi)rif,'iiies disposed to be fricmlly, and 
rilli s and hatchets if they niiist be met 
with their own weapons. They looked 
uj) and ilowii, and around aliont them, as 
they Kiweil aloii<:, tyiii;; tip tli "ir boat by 
iii^'lit and joiiriieyiii'-' by day, until tiiey 
chanci'd upon the hiilibniii.' sjirini: ensil- 
ing,' out at the loot of the hill-; and here 
they sto|)p(Ml, set up their lares and pcii- 
ates, ami be.oan tht'ir contest with tiio 
forest |(rime\ :il. i'.v s])rin;,' tiieir block- 
houses were built, the stockade si't up, 
and thou tiny sent back to Fort Du- 
(piesne, as riUsluirK was callc I, for their 
wives and little ones to coiue to 'Lime- 
stone.' 

"The little sottloment grew and pros- 
pered, until, in process of time, a sur- 
veyor named May came to lav ofl' the 
town, and persuaaod the LegiHialiiie to 
change the characteristic name of Lime- 
stone and call the growingtown after him, 
so it has since been Maysville. And now, 
though waterworks, street cars, electric 
lighting and four railroads have made it 
into a modern city, they have not more 
than half accomplished their work, for 
even the marvels pf modem improve- 
ment could not takeaway the picturesque- 
ness of the terraced town, reminding 
you of some (juaint, medieval rocky fort- 
ress, for hack of the houses run the gar- 
dens, lip and up, til! yon feel that vou 
are truly amonj; the 'viiieclad bills; at 
yoiir t'oet <ilcaiiis and flows the river, 
while above you lloat the clouds." 

" This is only the third time the Syno<l 
has mot horo since the Kentucky ("hiircli 
was orLraiii/od, and the lirst time accord- 
in;^ to the date on the iiiiniites was just 
ton years lielore Cohiiiibiis landoil on San 
Uomino-o, so there must havelieon a con- 
vention of Indian tribes; the ti^'ures 
makitii,' it 14s:{, instead of 1S4 !, a mistake 
which <'ans-ed much meriiiiu nt when at- 
tention was called to it. Never was any

TlM BMMtas Not Tet Identified - Was 
thIlMaB Murdered and Thrown 
iotlieOllio? 



The anfortiinatc wliosc body Wii found 
floating in the river a fuw mllei abov^ 
this city Wedneiday hae not been identi- 
fied. 

One tliiiij,' luis l)een Ht'ttle<l, however, 
and that is tliat tlie remains are not 
those of John Huggles. Many who knew 
Rugglea and who viewed tiie body yester- 
day were almoHt positive fn their behef 
tliat it waa the old fisherman. This 
morning Wm. Rujargles, a son of the miss- 
ing man, came down from Lewis County 
and set at rets ull questions on this point. 

Young Ruggles is positive that the 
body is not tliat of liis father. Tlic old 
fishcrroau had a Hour on one of his legs,' 
also a birth-mark on one of his arms, and 
had but few teeth in front. Neither of 
the marks referred to were found on the 
body now awaiting identification, and the 
man had a fairly good set of teeth. 

The identity of the mifortiiuate in tilill 
shrouded in mystery. Some are of tlie 
opinion that the body is that of an old 
man named Armstrong;, who was a scis- 
sors-grinder and butclier-kiiife-maker. 

The general belief is that the man was 
mnrdered. The wound on the face points 
Striin^'ly to tills ciinclu.^^ioii. Tlic! Imnt^s 
about the left eye were crushed, and the 
clotted blood shows pretty conclusively 
thai tlH> hlow was inflicted wliile the 
man was yet alive. 

As William Boggles is positive that the 
body is not that of his father, the iinea- 
tion as to the old lisherman's where- 
about.s is 8till unsettled. The old man 
left his home in Lewis County tlie last 
week in August for Cincinnati, and since 
then nothing has been seen of heard of 
him. 

The Coroner's Inquest, held by 'S<iuiro 
Grant, wascomiileted thi.s morning;. The 
jury's verdict was that the body was that 
of a man unknown to them, and that de- 
ceased came to his death from a l)low 
that crashed the bones of the face. 

The statement has been made that the 
body may be that of Newton Ueliell who 
disappeared a few weeks ago from his 
home at Mt. Oannel.
